AGAWAM - Patrick McColley 
has always been a fan of comic 
books, ever since he was little and 
his grandparents would purchase 
used comics for him at garage 
sales. His love for super heroes 
only grew as he got older as he 
would visit comic book stores with 
his father. 

So it was only natural that Mc- 
Colley, born in New York and 
now a resident of Feeding Hills, 
should choose a comic book 
character as the inspiration for his 
first tattoo — the Captain America 
shield on his left arm — which has 
garnered him a special cameo in 
Marvel’s The Avengers movie. 
The superhero team-up opened at 
the box office May 4. 

According to McColley, Cap- 
tain America is a “great hero,” al- 
though he has no real super power. 
He does, however, have strength, 
endurance, agility, speed, reflex- 
es, durability, and healing that far 
exceed natural human potential. 
His most prevalent (and recogniz- 
able) weapon is his indestructible 
disc-shaped shield. 

It is that symbol of Captain 
America that McColley decided

to have etched onto his arm in 
2009. 

A graphic designer, McColley 
designed the shield he wanted 
after careful research. It looks 
three dimensional, war-torn and 
cracked, he said. 

“I wanted it to look like the 
shield, which is rounded like a 
Frisbee,’ McColley said by way 
of explanation, adding he wanted 


to look like it had texture to it; as 
if it was used in battle. 

Jennifer McColley took a video 
of Connecticut-based tattoo artist 
Alex Vidaud bringing McColley’s 
vision to life and posted it on You- 
Tube. 

Though the tattoo itself took 
roughly two hours to complete, 
the video lasts only a minute and 
a half. 

After it was posted online, Mc- 
Colley was contacted by a woman 
from Marvel who requested his 
permission to use the clip in one 
of their movies. 

“There was no explanation,” 
he said, though he added, “When 
they first notified me, I knew it 
was actually from Marvel because 
of the email address.” 

He first read the agreement 
Marvel sent to him on his iPhone 
and, because he was skimming 
the document, missed the movie 
for which they intended to use the 
clip. 

When he reread it and saw The 
Avengers, he was shocked. 

“That just made my jaw drop,”

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Boldyga votes to create emergency 
response plans in schools 


BOSTON - State Rep. Nicholas A. Bold- 
yga, R-Southwick, joined his colleagues in 
the Massachusetts House of Representatives 
in passing legislation that calls for school 
committees and trustees to create and imple- 
ment an emergency medical response system 
at their institutions. This important piece of 
legislation will apply to Massachusetts’ pub- 
lic and charter schools. 

“It is important that we identify and uti- 
lize all available resources to create a safe 


environment for students when emergencies 
arise,’ said Boldyga, a member of the Public 
Safety and Homeland Security Committee. 

“Implementing an emergency response 
system in schools will minimize the num- 
ber of injuries and deaths that could occur. 
While it is impossible to predict future emer- 
gencies,” he said, “establishing a workable 
plan of action allows for the greatest chance 
of limiting tragedies and ensuring a safe and 
successful outcome.” 


State Senate approves ‘The Valor Act’ 


BOSTON — The Massachusetts Senate 
unanimously passed “The Valor Act’ last 
week, new legislation that will expand bene- 
fits and increase access to a range of services 
for veterans, active-duty military and their 
families, according to Sen. James T. Welch, 
D-West Springfield. 

“I am proud that Massachusetts prioritizes 
programs that support the men and women 
who serve our country and their families,” 
said Welch. “I think it is important for us to 
show our appreciation for the sacrifices our 
service members make.” 

The bill works on many fronts to help vet- 
erans and active military members improve 
business, educational and housing opportu- 
nities. For example, through the formation 
of public/private partnerships, it facilitates 
seed money for the start-up and expansion 
of veteran-owned businesses. It also pro- 
motes the participation of disabled-veteran 
business owners in public construction and 
design projects. 

The legislation also removes certain educa- 
tional obstacles by requiring the state’s public 
institutions of higher learning to adopt new 
policies and procedures for awarding proper 
academic credit for a student’s prior military 
training, coursework and experience. 

The bill also makes it easier for the chil- 
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20x30 Canopy Tent, 
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dren of military personnel to transfer be- 
tween school districts and states, joining 42 
other states in the Interstate Compact on Ed- 
ucational Opportunity for Military Children. 

To help ease the costs of housing, utili- 
ties, medical services and food for Gold Star 
Families, the bill expands eligibility for the 
Massachusetts Military Family Relief Fund. 
It also eliminates the $2,500 Property Tax 
Exemption Cap for Gold Star Spouses. 

The bill also helps the courts better recog- 
nize veterans issues by making sure veterans 
and service members facing criminal com- 
plaints have a properly recorded military 
history and are considered for diversion and 
treatment options if eligible.

Residents appointed to serve on 

town boards 

At its brief meeting Monday, May 7, 
the Agawam City Council approved the 
appointments of four residents to serve 
on various boards in town. 

Marilyn Curry of Beekman Drive, 
Agawam, was unanimously re-appointed 
to the Whiting Street and Thomas Pyne 
Fund for a term to expire Dec. 31, 2015. 

Doreen Prouty of South Westfield 
Street, Feeding Hills, was appointed to a 
three-year term on the Community Pres- 
ervation Committee, replacing park and 
recreation appointee Thomas Tierney, 
whose term expired April 30. 

Timothy P. McGrew of Red Fox Drive, 
Feeding Hills, and Mario Tedeschi Jr. 
were appointed to the Agawam Board of 
Registrars for a three-year term, both to 
expire April 1, 2015. 

Councilors Joseph Mineo and Donald 
Rheault were absent. 


Sewer abatements tabled, 
withdrawn 

Four out of the six sewer abatement 
requests that the city council has been 
looking into over the last few months re- 
main on the council table after Monday’s 
meeting. 

One abatement redetermination, exten- 


tion or deferral of sewer betterment as- 
sessment — requested by St. Anne’s for 
property located at South Westfield Street 
in Feeding Hills — was denied by a 9-0 
vote. Council administrative committee 
chairman Robert Rossi said the subcom- 
mittee discussed the request and decided 
that the abatements were made correctly 
and recommended the council deny the 
request. 

Another abatement requested by Mi- 
chael C. and Donna M. Davis, for prop- 
erty located at 582 South Westfield St., 
was withdrawn by the applicant. 


Other council news 

A public hearing will be held June 4 
for the fiscal year 2013-2017 Capitol 
Improvement Program. The Capital Im- 
provement Program is a prioritized plan 
of proposed capital improvements over 
the next five fiscal years, according to in- 
formation obtained from Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen. 

It provides for the planning, design, 
construction, reconstruction, renovation 
or replacement of a public building or fa- 
cility; an addition to a public building or 
facility; the purchase of land, buildings, 
or facilities for a public purpose, or a long 
range development study. 

While the type of improvement is the 
basic criteria, a project costing at least 
$20,000 that has a life expectancy of 10 
years or more is generally considered to 
be a capital improvement.

he explained. “This movie is the first of its 
kinds in that they brought all the characters 
together. They took a big risk in making this 
movie and they did it very well.” 

Indeed, Marvel had been hinting at the 
possibility of an Avengers movie since Jon 
Man debuted in theaters in 2008.

In writing about the Agawam High 
School Color Guard, it seems appro- 
priate to report on how it all started. In 
coming from Bennington, where a 
Color Guard had been developed, it 
seemed to be a good idea to try to 
get something started here in Aga- 
wam. 

The first think I did on my first 
day was to put a notice on the 
morning bulletin stating, “Mr. Da- 
vis would like to have some girls 
to carry the flags for the marching 
band. No experience is needed. See him 
after school.” 

Eleven girls appeared on the scene. “We 
didn’t make cheerleaders and we would be 
happy to carry the flags for the band,” they 
said.

That was the start of it all. They put to- 
gether some homemade outfits. Flags and 
wooden rifles were purchased. Someone 
took their picture and it was put on the 
cover of the town calendar for that year. It 

became glamorous to be in the Color 
Guard. Girls would ask themselves, 
“I don’t know if I would rather be in 
Color Guard or a cheerleader.” 

At one point some years later, the 
group would total 60 people. Each 
year tryouts were held to appoint 
20 new sophomore girls and at one 
time, 70 girls tried out for those po- 
sitions. 

I know things are different now. We 
didn’t have eight sport teams for girls and 
cheerleader groups getting started in the 
fifth grade, but for many years, the group 
was a most impressive part of the march- 
ing unit.

“We love team fundraisers — they’re a 
great way to get into the community and cre- 
ate a buzz about the Relay,” said Helen van 
Riel, the ACS staff member in charge of or- 
ganizing the event. 

She’s been working with two Agawam 
residents who serve as the Relay’s co-chairs. 
Janine Iacolo is community co-chair and 
Heather Gonyeau, an AHS senior, is student 
co-chair. 


Racing toward raising $30,000 

For the past three months they have orga- 
nized teams and kept them moving forward 
to help the Relay meet its first-year goal of 
raising $30,000. As of May 8, the Relay is 
more than halfway to its goal with teams 
raising nearly $17,000. 

Participants form teams for the Relay, 
then seek donations, rather than pledges, 
from friends, family, and colleagues. Each 
team member has a minimum goal of $100, 
plus a $10 registration fee. 

Van Riel added that most fundraising 19 
done prior to the Relay. “This eliminates the 
hassle of collecting pledges after the event 
and encourages teams to have a fun and 
friendly competition while raising money 
for the Relay.” 

However, van Riel said fundraising con- 
tinues during and after the Relay. 

“Many teams choose to do post-event 
fundraisers in the summer months, since 
our Relay website stays live until July,’ she 
said. 

Ever since the Feb. 16 kickoff, van Riel, 
Iacolo, and Gonyeau have met monthly with 
teams at the Agawam Senior Center to keep 
them motivated and informed. Participants 
also learn fundraising strategies. 

“We encourage team participants to set 
goals — both for their team and for them- 
selves. One of the reasons we meet is to dis- 
cuss ideas so they can meet their goals,” said 
van Riel. 

She said teams have been “thinking out- 
side the box.” From holding dress down days 
at their workplaces to sponsoring spaghetti 
dinners to selling candy and bracelets — and 
even butterflies — several Relay participants 
have found some creative ways to fundraise 
in their fight against cancer. 


Butterfly flights help fight disease 

Sabrina Bolly is the captain of Team Mon- 
arch. Her team’s logo — a butterfly — is also 
the source of its main fundraiser. “We’ve 
been selling butterflies for $5 each. So far, 
we’ve raised about $300 by selling 60 but- 
terflies. Our plan is to release 120 butterflies 
at a Relay ceremony,’ she said. 

The Agawam resident said one of the rea- 
sons she decided to form a team for her first 
Relay event was the location. 

“Its not as hard to get sponsors and team- 
mates, or to fundraise, when the Relay is in 
your own town,” said Bolly. “The Relay is 
great way to help town residents get more 
involved in the event and come together for 
a good cause. One of the events we held was 
a spaghetti supper at M&M’s restaurant that 
raised $224 in three hours.” 


Cancer victims ‘inspire’ sisters 

Joanne Lyne’s father died from cancer 
when she was young and a close family 
friend died recently from the disease. When 
Lyne learned that Agawam was hosting 
a Relay, she decided to form a team with 
her sister because “this event spoke to our 
hearts.” 

Lyne and her sister are co-captains of 
“Team INSPIRE.” 

“We chose this name because everyone 
has someone in their life who has inspired 
them with their courage and strength fight- 
ing this disease,” she said. She and her sister 
grew up in Agawam and now live in town 
with their families. 


HAPPY MOTHER’S DAY! ‘ 
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Lyne said that in addition to her sister, 
other family members — her husband, her 
three children, her brother, and her brother- 
in law — have joined her team. All plan to 
participate in the overnight Relay. 

They will be joined by several of Lyne’s 
close friends and co-workers, including her 
inspiration: a woman named Corrina who is 
undergoing chemotherapy following a dou- 
ble mastectomy. 

“Corrina will be completing chemo just 
before the walk. Her goal is to stay through 
the night and finish the walk,” said Lyne. She 
added that her team also has a cancer survi- 
vor, Gabriella St. Pierre, who was diagnosed 
with a rare cancer at age 11. 

“Cancer affects everyone, including chil- 
dren, so it will be great for my kids to walk 
with Gabriella to support her recovery.” 

Lyne said she has been reaching out to 
friends, family, and co-workers to help her 
team raise as much money as possible. 

“We’ve raised more than $5,000 so far. 
We’re going strong. Hopefully, we can reach 
$6,000 — maybe even more.” 

She said her children have been involved 
in the fundraising by selling “INSPIRE” 
bracelets at soccer games. “One of the things 
I love about the Relay is that it can involve 
the whole family. Cancer has touched so 
many lives, which is why I feel it’s impor- 
tant to teach our kids how to give back and 
support this Relay.” 


Coming home to ‘Relay’ 

This is Katelyn Iacolo’s fifth Relay. While 
she has participated in several area Relays 
during the past 10 years, [acolo hasn't par- 
ticipated every year because of scheduling 
conflicts. 

“But I’m definitely looking forward to 
this one,” she said. 


Iacolo is co-captaining a team with her 
mother, Janine, who is the community co- 
chair. Called “Jan’s Jokers,” she said the team 
has 18 people, including family, friends, co- 
workers, and “whomever wishes to share the 
experience with us.” 

The team recently hosted a car show at 
Kaptain Jimmy’s Restaurant & Distillery 
(see sidebar story) in Agawam and plans 
to hold a poker night at a local bar to raise 
money for the Relay. The team has raised 
about $1,000. 

Katelyn Iacolo said she has seen many

“Being able to host our own Relay is a big 
step for our town.

Kathy Morace and her daughter Danyel 
Morace are co-captains of “Kathy’s Kru- 
saders.”’ The team was named in honor of 
Morace’s courageous battle against breast 
cancer. She will kick off the Relay by car- 
rying a banner and walking the inspirational 
“survivors lap” around the track. 

Morace said she and Danyel were so in- 
spired by the February Relay kickoff meet- 
ing that they immediately began fundrais- 
ing. 

“We knew everyone loves candy, so we 
decided that selling candy bars would be a 
great way to raise money,” she said. 

Her daughter creates her own jewelry, so 
they incorporated the sale of custom brace- 
lets into their fundraising efforts. “Every girl 
loves a beautiful bracelet, especially one 
with such meaning. We also have been sell- 
ing purple awareness unisex bracelets,” said 
Kathy Morace. 

Danyel Morace said the team has raised 
more than $2,300 and is striving for even 
more. They raised $760 at her employer, 
Mestek, Inc., in Westfield, by holding dress

Reed said, citing the state of the economy 
as the biggest reason for the flux. 

For the drive, the National Association 
of Letter Carriers is working in conjunc- 
tion with the United States Postal Service 
to collect non-perishable food items to be 
distributed to local families in need. 

Postal patrons are asked to leave food 
items by their mailboxes to be picked up 
by their letter carriers, said Reed. 

He urged residents to look at the expi- 
ration dates on the food they are planning 
to donate to ensure that food items are not 
outdated. 

“We’ve had stuff that expired in the 
1980s [that was donated to us],’ Reed 
said. Any food that is collected that 19 
past expiration will be thrown out. 

“We need good, shelf-stable stuff,’ he 
said. 

The food ministry — which is a member 
of the Food Bank of Western Massachu- 
setts — works to honor the people who 
seek its assistance, said Reed. 

“Some people are in this position not 
by the choices they’ve made,’ he said, 
adding, “It’s hard for some people to 
come and ask for help.” 

Therefore, Reed wants to make sure 
that the people who are served by Best 
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Life Food Ministry receive only the best 
items. 

“We feel people are worth more than 
outdated food,” he said. 

Items needed include non-perishable 
foods such as canned goods, pasta, ce- 
real, rice, etc. Also needed are spaghetti 
sauce, peanut butter, and jelly. 

The NALC food drive takes place an- 
nually on the second Saturday in May. 
Letter carriers in over 10,000 cities and 
towns across the country — including right 
here in Agawam and Feeding Hills — have 
collected donations along their postal 
routes since the program’s inception in 
1991. Last year, 70.2 million pounds of 
food was collected nationwide. 

Normally, in the first few weeks fol- 
lowing the drive, Best Life Food Min- 
istry would offer the collected items to 
Agawam residents only, but this year, 
Reed said the food will be used to stock 
its shelves so that anyone in need of as- 
sistance — from Agawam or not — will be 
able to receive it during normal hours of 
operation. 

Best Life Food Ministry serves roughly 
250 families each month. It is open Mon- 
day and Friday from | to 3 p.m.

from inside the building. 

As officers were entering the apart- 
ment, the weapon of one of the respond- 
ing officers was discharged. A woman — 
who was not identified at presstime — was 
struck by the bullet and suffered what 
police described as “a non-fatal injury.” 
She was transported to Baystate Medi- 
cal Center in Springfield “for necessary 
treatment,” Light said. 


The name of the officer who shot the 
woman has not been released. 
“Its still under very active investiga- 


tion,’ said Agawam Police Chief Rob- 
ert Campbell. “We’re still interviewing 
people... to start releasing information to 
the press would hinder the investigation 
at this time.” 

Campbell would not comment on how 
long the officer has been with the depart- 
ment. 

He did confirm that the officer involved 
is on paid administrative leave. 


“That’s pretty much standard proce- 
dure,’ Campbell explained, adding that 
the officer, like the victim, “suffered a 
trauma” as a result of the incident. 

Placing that officer on administrative 
leave gives them “a couple days to settle 
down,” he said. 

Campbell said once the investigation is 
complete, the department will release the 
name of the officer involved. 

The Massachusetts State Police unit 
assigned to the Office of District Attor- 
ney Mark G. Mastroianni responded to 
the scene along with the state police bal- 
listic unit. 

The incident is under investigation by 
Agawam Police Department, Massachu- 
setts State Police, and the district attor- 
ney. 

The suspect related to the original call 
had fled out of the back of the apartment 
and was located by police, Light said. 

Additional information was not made 
available and Mastroianni did not return 
calls seeking comment at presstime.

Downing has been a dedicated mem- 
ber of the community for over 35 years, 
and his experiences helping the addicted, 
mentally ill, incarcerated, and homeless 
individuals has been integral to the vision 
of “Soldier On.”

SPRINGFIELD - Historian Bill Hosley, a preservationist 
and former curator at the Wadsworth Atheneum, will lead a 
walking tour up Maple Street to the Ames Hill campus of the 
former MacDuffie School on Saturday, May 12, from 10:30 
a.m. to noon.

NI" Monday and Wednesday evenings 
until the end of December, Patty Burns 
can be found with a group of students at 
Agawam’s Junior High School, brainstorm- 
ing about what kind of robot to build or what 
research project to complete. 

Burns, a junior high school counselor, 
also coaches a robotics team — Robo War- 
riors — at the school. Her father, John Burns, 
introduced robotics to Agawam schools. She 
said his passion for the program inspired her 
to become a robotics coach. 

Her team is in the FIRST LEGO League 
division, which is for students in grades 4 to 
6. It is one of four divisions of FIRST (For 
Inspiration and Recognition of Science and 
Technology) affiliated teams in Agawam 
schools. FIRST was founded in 1989 by re- 
nowned inventor Dean Kamen. 

FIRST programs begin in first grade with 
the Junior LEGO League (Jr.FLL). Stu- 
dents can then move up to the FIRST LEGO 
League (FLL). In junior high school, stu- 
dents can join the FIRST Tech Challenge 
(FTC). They can continue on in high school 
with Rosie in the FIRST Robotics Competi- 
tion (FRC) division. 

Junior FIRST LEGO League 

JrFLL features a real-world scientific 
concept explored through research, team- 
work, construction, and imagination. Guided 
by adult coaches, teams use LEGO bricks to 
build a moving model. 

Offered at all four elementary schools, 
Jr. FLL focuses on building an interest in 
science and engineering in children. “They 
don’t compete, but instead participate in a 
science fair-like event,’ said Win Chancy, 
an Agawam parent who oversees the Jr.FLL 
and FLL programs. 


FIRST LEGO League 

FLL — offered at the Roberta G. Doering 
Middle School and the junior high school 
— is the next FIRST level. 

“It introduces students to real-world engi- 
neering and technology challenges by build- 
ing LEGO-based robots to complete tasks on 
a thematic playing surface,” said Chancy. 

The challenge this school year for the FFL 
team of seven boys that Burns coached was 
to build an autonomous robot to solve a set 
of food safety “missions.” 

Her students competed in matches with 
other FLL teams to complete some of the 
missions of the challenge. Each robot had 2 
1/2 minutes to complete as many missions as 
possible and each mission is given a points 
value. The team with the most points wins 
the match.

Burns said the robotics program gives 
students an excellent sense of pride and in- 
creases their confidence. 

“In the process, they also learn more about 
engineering, science, and technology,’ she 
said. 


FIRST Tech Challenge 

FTC — designed for students ages 14 to 18 
— is comprised of teams with up to 10 stu- 
dents. Grouped into alliances of two teams 
each (red and blue alliances), they compete 
on a 12-foot x 12-foot field. 

Agawam’s FTC team — the Mighty Me- 
chanics Team 839 — was formed by David 
Blain and Win Chan when students they had 
coached in the FLL division wanted to move 
up to a bigger challenge. 

Blain said since there’s no faculty advisor 
for the team, meetings are held at his home. 
Because of the limited space, the team has 
just six members. 

Students built prototypes to test differ- 
ent ideas to solve the various problems pre- 
sented. They learned how to use PTC’s CAD 
(Computer Aided Design) software to de- 
sign a custom base for the robot, how to use 
various power tools, and even how to bend 
Lexan. 

“Our mentoring approach was to show 
kids how to use a tool, then help them, then 
watch them,” said Blain. “By the end of 
build season, they were all making the need- 
ed parts. The mentors just watched to make 
sure they stayed safe.” 

He added that Rosie team member Ka- 
tie McDonald was “invaluable” in teaching 
CAD software and stayed on as a mentor to 
help manufacture and assemble the robot. 

Blain, who this year became a mentor 
with Rosie, said while there are similarities 
between the FTC and FCR divisions, there 
are some differences: 

e FRC robots are heavier, play on a larger 
field, and can be manufactured from almost 
any material. FTC teams use robots made 
from aluminum parts 

e FTC has three to four months to design, 
build, and test the robot, versus exactly six 
weeks for FRC. 

e FTC teams can continue to work on the 
robot between competitions, FRC can’t. 

e FTC is less expensive, but is harder for 
large teams to stay engaged because they 
work on a smaller robot. 

“All FIRST programs provide students 
with useful skills,” said Blain. “They are ex- 
posed to team building, project/time manage- 
ment, and technical skills at a much younger 
age than most other youngsters. These skills 
not only go on to help them excel in school, 
but also makes them better members of the 
community by teaching them core values.”

LUDLOW - The Western Mass. Pioneers, 
which was founded in 1997, will be kicking 
off their 2012 campaign against the Seacoast 
United Phantoms at Lusitano Stadium at 
7:30 p.m. on Friday. 

The Pioneers, who are members of the 
USL Premier Development League, are hop- 
ing to make a return trip to the playoffs after 
finishing with a below .500 record a year 
ago. 

“This will be our third season competing 
in the Premier Development League and 
there are a lot of very talented players in this 
league,’ said Pioneers President Celso Cor- 
reia. “We’re hoping to have a winning sea- 
son. We played pretty well in our first five or 
six games last season, but then we suffered 
some injuries and we had some other players 
leave the team for personal reasons.”
